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Results of Population Research on 
Breast Cancer in Aruba

Breast cancer is considered 
one of the most prominent 
types of cancer on Aruba. It is 
also considered the most com¬ 
mon cancer in women world¬ 
wide. Globally, one in every 9 
women will be faced with 
breast cancer diagnosis during 
the course of their lives. Dur¬ 
ing the last years in Aruba we 
have noted almost 80 new 
cases of breast cancer every 
year. From this number about 
half of the women are between 
the ages of 45 to 65 years. 

The Foundation for Breast 
cancer Research among the 
Population of Aruba (BOB 
Aruba) was officially founded 
on October 12th 2012. The ob¬ 
jective of the foundation is to, 
in a structured manner, exam¬ 
ine women between the ages 


of 45 to 75. And, to do this 
every two years through the 
use of a Mammogram machine 
which helps to detect cancer of 
the breast. This type of scree¬ 
ning will help with the early 
detection and consequently 
will improve the chances for a 
longer life. 

In Holland the investigation 
of breast cancer among the 
population exists now for over 
20 years, and more than 80% 
of the women to participate in 
the screening accept the free 
examination. Curacao has also 
begun a structured Breast 
screening program since 2010. 
The screening currently taking 
place on Aruba is not struc¬ 
tured. Primary care physicians, 
the patient and a specialist 
need to be reminded to do the 


Mammogram test. Often these 
tests are done too frequently 
and sometimes too infrequent 
or not at all. 

BOB Aruba wants to put 
emphasis on, among others, in¬ 
formation and awareness of 
the necessity for screening 
among the population. Within 
one year they want to begin the 
real screening. 

The Board of this new 
foundation is comprised of 
persons working in different 
related departments or associ¬ 
ations. 

The BOB Aruba Foundation 
is inviting all women between 
ages 45 to 75 to do a Mammo¬ 
gram test every 2 years. Partic¬ 
ipation is free and voluntary. 
The Mammogram test is eval¬ 
uated by 2 radiologists working 
for the Foundation. Every par¬ 
ticipant will receive a letter at 
home outlining the results of 
the test. Should there be any 
problem the participant will be 
advised to visit their primary 
care physician. He/she will de¬ 
termine what should be the 
next steps. 

The BOB Aruba Founda¬ 
tion, in this first phase of their 
work is working with a team of 
volunteers. If you are inter¬ 
ested and willing to contribute 
of your time and abilities, 
you’re invited to attend the in¬ 
formation night planned for 
Tuesday, October 30th at 7:30 
in the Fantastic Gardens Con¬ 
ference room. There they will 
provide information on how 
volunteers can be of help to the 
Foundation.

Santa Rosa’s programs 
utilizes the 4 elements 
of nature 


ORANJESTAD - This week 
Santa Rosa will be making a 
presentation during the cele¬ 
bration of “the week of cultural 
contact” where they will pres¬ 
ent to students of the 4th, 5th 
and 6th grades of primary 
schools. 

The Santa Rosa presenta¬ 
tion will be based on the 4 ele¬ 
ments of nature, namely, water, 
wind, earth and fire. During 
the presentation, Santa Rosa 
will indicate how they also uti¬ 
lize these 4 elements. For ex¬ 
ample, water and wind is used 
in connection with the wind 
mill. 


The wind mill used to be 
the source for agriculture and 
personal use. Many homes out¬ 
side of the city center of Oran- 
jestad and of San Nicolas did 
not have access to the water 
pipes of WEB and depended 
on wind mills to produce water 
and to pump water to a collec¬ 
tion tank for use by the com¬ 
munity. 

Santa Rosa is currently re¬ 
pairing all the government 
water wells around the island. 
This is to help our agricultur¬ 
ists and livestock farmers to re¬ 
duce their cost of water.

There are already two wells 
functioning optimally at Pos 
Grandi and at Kudawecha. 

The wind mills are used 
to pump water which is used 
for watering the earth and to 
help our farmers. Before and 
now agriculture (the earth), 
is very important to be able 
to put food on our tables 
every day. 

The other element, fire, 
was also an important part of 
agriculture in the past. Land 
designated for planting was 
burned after a failed crop. 
This was done to drive away 
any disease which could af¬ 
fect the next crop, and at the 
same time to make the land 
more fertile. 

Today, fire is used for a 
variety of things. Fire is used 
primarily in the kitchen, to 
cook the products (foods) 
from our crops.

Ms. Mackenzie came to the 
podium to speak passionately 
for community involvement in 
the battle against human traf¬ 


ficking. She is a “slavery sur¬ 
vivor.” She described how she 
was forced into prostitution in 
the U.S., her homeland, being 
beaten and threatened repeat¬ 
edly whenever she refused to 
comply. For several years she 
was transported from one state 
to the next, terrorized and vic¬ 
timized. She explained how 
one of the greatest impedi¬ 
ments to her escaping her situ¬ 
ation was that in the eyes of the 
law, and often society, she was 
looked upon as a criminal, 
rather than a victim. Shared- 
hope International is working 


to change the perception on the 
part of lawmakers as to the 
plight of those forced into 
prostitution. 

Three pronged programs by 
both IOM and Sharedhope are 
based on “prevention, protec¬ 
tion and prosecution.” Taking 
action in the first stage, the 
symposium organizers and 
speakers did a presentation at 
the University of Aruba on 
Tuesday evening and for the 
students in the most vulnerable 
age groups on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Aruba’s Minister of Justice 


and Education, Arthur Dowers, 
was present to officially wel¬ 
come the speakers. He de¬ 
clared “It is an obligation of 
democratic nations to unite and 
fight against human trafficking 
in all of its forms. In no case is 
it acceptable.” 

Ms. McKenzie presented 
the minister with a copy of 
“Renting Lacy, A Story of 
America’s Prostituted,” written 
by her boss and former con¬ 
gresswoman, Linda Smith with 
Cindy Coloma.

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Man arrested in New York Fed bomb plot

NEW YORK (AFP) - A Ban¬ 
gladeshi man with alleged al- 
Qaeda links was arrested 
yesterday in New York on 
charges of plotting to destroy 
the city’s Federal Reserve 
building with a 1,000 pound 
bomb. 

Quazi Mohammad Rezwa- 
nul Ahsan Nafis, 21, was ar¬ 
rested in Manhattan after he 
tried to detonate what he 
thought was a live bomb, but 
was actually a dummy pro¬ 
vided as part of a sting opera¬ 
tion, federal prosecutors in 
Brooklyn said. 

The attempt to ’’destroy a 
landmark building and kill or 
maim untold numbers of inno¬ 
cent bystanders is about as se¬ 
rious as the imagination can 
conjure,” FBI acting assistant 
director Mary Galligan said. 

However, the suspect never 
posed a real risk because the 
two people he thought were his 
accomplices ’’were actually an 
FBI source and an FBI under¬ 
cover agent.” 

Nafis traveled to the United 


States in January 2012 ’’for the 
purpose of conducting a terro¬ 
rist attack on US soil,” the fed¬ 
eral prosecutor’s office in 
Brooklyn said in a statement. 

’’Nafis, who reported hav¬ 
ing overseas connections to al- 
Qaeda, attempted to recruit 
individuals to form a terrorist 
cell inside the United States. 
Nafis also actively sought out 
al-Qaeda contacts within the 
United States to assist him in 
carrying out an attack,” the 
prosecutor’s office said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Florida judge yesterday set a 
June 10 date for the trial of 
George Zimmerman, a neigh¬ 
borhood watch volunteer who 
shot dead an unarmed black 
teenager in an incident that 
sparked civil rights rallies 
across the United States. 

Zimmerman, 29, has been 
charged with second-degree 


’’Unbeknownst to Nafis, 
one of the individuals he at¬ 
tempted to recruit was actually 
a source for the FBI.” 

Nafis allegedly wrote a 
statement claiming responsibil¬ 
ity for his planned attack in 
which he said he wanted to

He has been charged with 
attempting to use a weapon of 
mass destruction and attempt¬ 
ing to support al-Qaeda. 


murder in the killing of Trayvon 
Martin, 17, on February 26 after 
tracking him through a gated 
community in central Florida. 
The Martin family has said he 
racially profiled the teen. 

Judge Debra Nelson set a 
June 10 date for the trial, said 
Michelle Kennedy, spokeswo¬ 
man for Florida’s 18th judicial 
circuit. 


IOWA (AFP) - President 
Barack Obama swung straight 
back onto the campaign trail 
Wednesday after out-maneu¬ 
vering his White House rival 
Mitt Romney in a comeback 
debate and re-energizing his 
faltering re-election bid. 

Most observers, backed by 
anecdotal instant polls, gave 
Obama victory in Tuesday’s 
second election showdown be¬ 
tween the pair. But both candi¬ 
dates were determined to 
maintain their momentum with 
less than three weeks until 
polling day. 

An assertive Obama was 
barely off stage before he took 
his campaign circus out to 
Iowa, the swing state where he 
launched his extraordinary rise 
to power in the 2008 Demo¬ 
cratic primary, and which both 
men hope to win on Nov. 6. 

Meanwhile, the political 
class was still digesting the 
repercussions of the latest bit¬ 
terly contested head-to-head, a 
so-called "town hall” with 
questions from members of the 
public. 

Neither man did much to 
conceal their mutual dislike as 
they stalked the stage, some¬ 
times just a yard from each 
other as they traded accusations 
of dishonesty. Both landed 
blows but, after his poor earlier 
showing, a resurgent Obama 
carried the day. 

Romney running mate Paul 
Ryan stood by his man yester¬ 
day, declaring on NBC News 
that his boss won because he 
"offered people a very concrete 
vision about how he's got the 
experience, the knowledge to 
get people back to work to 
grow the economy.” 

But ad hoc polls from major 
broadcasters gave the Democ¬ 
rat the edge, and his jubilant 
supporters took to social media 
to twist the knife. Analysts 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkish ar¬ 
tillery yesterday struck back at 
Syria after a Syrian mortar 
bomb landed on Turkish terri¬ 
tory, local sources quoted by 
news agency Anatolia said. 

Border troops in the Hatay 
province fired off a mortar 
strike at Syria, in retaliation for 
the Syrian bomb which struck 
Turkish territory at around 
1315 GMT, the office of 
Hatay's governor said in a 
statement quoted by Anatolia. 

A mortar bomb fired from 
Syria landed yesterday in 
southeastern Turkey but caused 
no casualties, Turkish NTV re¬ 


agreed that the Romney surge 
had hit a speed bump, leaving 
the race closely matched. 

"The Republicans will be 
disappointed that Romney did 
not put him away, and the De¬ 
mocrats will be reassured that 
the president is in full press 
now,” said Linda Fowler, a 
government professor at Dart¬ 
mouth College. 

Conservative commentator 
George Will, a longtime presi¬ 
dential observer, said Obama 
came out ahead in one of the 
most spirited US debates ever. 

Both men "tip-toed right up 
to the point of rudeness, but 
stepped back. It was a very 
good fight,” Will told ABC 
News. ”1 have seen every pres¬ 
idential debate in American 
history since the floor of Nixon 
and Kennedy in 1960. This was 
immeasurably the best.” 

Bouncing back after being 
pilloried even by his own side 
for appearing passive and list¬ 
less during their first encounter 
in Denver, Obama was a differ¬ 
ent character on stage at New 
York's Hofstra University. 

In one spellbinding ex¬ 
change, Obama glared at Rom¬ 
ney and rebuked him over his 
criticism of the White House's 
handling of an attack on the US 
consulate in Benghazi, Libya 
on September 11, which killed 
four Americans. 

"The suggestion that any¬ 
body on my team... would play 
politics or mislead when we've 
lost four of our own, governor, 
is offensive,” Obama said, 
wagging his finger at Romney 
across the stage. 

"That's not what we do. 
That's not what I do as presi¬ 
dent, not what I do as com- 
mander-in-chief," Obama said, 
in the most memorable clash 
of one of the most ill-tempered 
and contentious White House 
debates ever.

Arafat widow questioned 
ahead of expected exhumation 


Suspects quizzed in Spain Chinese 
mob probe 


RAMALLAH (AFP) - French 
investigators probing the death 
of Yasser Arafat have ques¬ 
tioned his widow Suha, who 
claims the veteran Palestinian 
leader may have been poi¬ 
soned, ahead of his expected 
exhumation. 

A source told AFP yester¬ 
day that Suha, a resident of 
Malta, had met three investiga¬ 
tors in mid-September in the 
Paris suburb of Nanterre, 
where the family's complaint 
was filed. 

"Yes, there was a hearing 
with the French officials who 
took my testimony. It was long 
and I answered the questions 
frankly to aid their assignment 
and work," said Suha Arafat, 
contacted by AFP in Malta by 
telephone. 

She said she was "deter¬ 
mined to reach the truth, be¬ 
cause the martyr Arafat is an 
Arab and international person¬ 
ality, and the truth about his 


death interests every Palestin¬ 
ian patriot." 

"We also want to open such 
an inquiry to dissuade any 
party or person from assassi¬ 
nating a Palestinian official in 
the future, because the truth 
will clearly emerge, however 
covert or capable the perpetra¬ 
tors," she said. 

France opened a murder en¬ 
quiry in late August after 
Arafat's family launched legal 
action following reports he 
may have died from radioac¬ 
tive polonium near Paris in 
2004. 

French investigators are 
due to arrive in Ramallah, 
where the former Palestinian 
leader is entombed, on No¬ 
vember 26 as part of the probe 
they are conducting with ex¬ 
perts from a Swiss radiation in¬ 
stitute. 

Arafat's family has agreed 
to the exhumation of his re¬ 
mains for testing. 


MADRID (AFP) - A Spanish 
judge yesterday questioned 
suspects arrested in a massive 
crackdown on Chinese gangs 
suspected of laundering hun¬ 
dreds of millions of euros. 

Prosecutors called for bail 
payments of between 40,000 
and 100,000 euros (up to 
$131,000) for the eight sus¬ 
pects questioned so far, court 
sources said, as the first hear¬ 
ings carried on into the night. 

Police arrested 83 people in 
total, of whom more than 58 
were Chinese and 17 Spanish, 
in a series of raids on Tuesday, 
national police director Ignacio 
Cosido told reporters.

Oscar 

Niemeyer 

hospitalized 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian architect Oscar 
Niemeyer, who is aged 104, 
has been in the hospital since 
the weekend, a hospital 
spokesman said yesterday. 

An official at the Samari- 
tano hospital in Rio said no 
official bulletin on 
Niemeyer's condition has 
been released. 

In May of this year he was 
hospitalized for pneumonia 
and dehydration. 

Niemeyer is considered 
the father of Brazilian archi¬ 
tecture. He took part in the 
design of the Brazilian capi¬ 
tal Brasilia in 1960, among 
600 other works around the 
world over the course of his 
storied career. 

Niemeyer currently has 
some 20 projects underway 
in several countries. 

He won the Pritzker prize, 
likened to the Nobel for ar¬ 
chitecture, in 1988. 

The master's only daugh¬ 
ter, Anna Maria Niemeyer, 
died of emphysema in June at 
the age of 82.

Calleja industrial zone in 
Fuenlabrada, considered the 
biggest Chinese wholesale hub 
in Europe. 

The zone is a source of 
cheap goods imported from 
China and sells shoes, clothes, 
jewellery and other wholesale 
goods, distributing them across 
Europe.

Afghan police have arrested four people who allegedly 
tried to force a woman into prostitution in western 
Afghanistan and beheaded her when she refused', offi¬ 
cials told AFP. Mah Gui, 20, was beheaded after her 
mother-in-law attempted to make her sleep with a man 
in her house in Herat province last week. She was mar¬ 
ried to her husband four months ago and her mother-in- 
law had tried to force her into prostitution several times 
in the past, her mother-in-law, father-in-law, her husband 
and the man who killed her were arrested. (AFP)

Can breast cancer be prevented? 


Concern as HIV cases rise 
8% in Australia 



There is no sure way to pre¬ 
vent breast cancer. But there 
are things all women can do 
that might reduce their risk 
and help increase the odds that 
if cancer does occur, it is 
found at an early, more treat¬ 
able stage. 

Lowering your risk - 

You can lower your risk of 
breast cancer by changing 
those risk factors that can be 
changed : 

•Get regular, intentional 
physical activity. 

•Reduce your lifetime 
weight gain by limiting your 
calories and getting regular 


physical activity. 

• Avoid or limit your alcohol 
intake. 

•Do a monthly breast self¬ 
exam. 

• Look for changes in your 
boobies. 

•Have a mammogram once 
a year after 40. 

Women who choose to 
breastfeed for at least several 
months may also get an added 
benefit of reducing their breast 
cancer risk. 

Not using hormone therapy 
after menopause can help you 
avoid raising your risk. 

Finding breast cancer 
early - 

Early detection will not pre¬ 
vent breast cancer, but it can 
help find it when the likeli¬ 
hood of successful treatment is 
greatest. 

Compared to other cancers, 
breast cancer is on the more 
treatable end of the spectrum 
if diagnosed early. It is consid¬ 
ered a ’’favorable” cancer be¬ 
cause it can be detected early 
by breast examination or by 
mammography. 

Studies have clearly 
shown that the smaller 
the size of the breast 
cancer when detected, 
the better the chance 
of a surgical cure and 
long-term survival. 
The likelihood of a 
cure is also higher if 
the cancer is removed 
before it has spread to 
lymph nodes and other 
organs such as the 
lungs, liver, bones, 
and brain. 

Currently, mam¬ 
mography and breast 
examinations serve as 
the foundation for 
screening for breast 
cancer. 

What is male 
breast cancer? - 

Men possess a small 
amount of nonfunc¬ 
tioning breast tissue 


(breast tissue that cannot pro¬ 
duce milk) that is concentrated 
in the area directly behind the 
nipple on the chest wall. Like 
breast cancer in women, can¬ 
cer of the male breast is the 
uncontrolled growth of the ab¬ 
normal cells of this breast tis¬ 
sue. 

Breast tissue in both young 
boys and girls consists of tubu¬ 
lar structures known as ducts. 
At puberty, a girl's ovaries pro¬ 
duce female hormones (estro¬ 
gen) that cause the ducts to 
grow and milk glands (lob¬ 
ules) to develop at the ends of 
the ducts. The amount of fat 
and connective tissue in the 
breast also increases as girls 
reach puberty. On the other 
hand, male hormones (such as 
testosterone) secreted by the 
testes suppress the growth of 
breast tissue and the develop¬ 
ment of lobules. The male 
breast, therefore, is made up of 
predominantly small, undevel¬ 
oped ducts and a small amount 
of fat and connective tissue. 

Male breast cancer is a rare 
condition , accounting for only 
about 1% of all breast can¬ 
cers. 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Research 
on Wednesday showed HIV 
infections in Australia jumped 
eight percent last year and 50 
percent in the past decade, 
which health activists said was 
a "call to action”. 

An annual report of HIV, 
hepatitis and sexually trans¬ 
mitted infections in Australia 
showed there were 1,137 new 
cases of the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus in 2011 — an 
8.2 percent increase from 
2010. 

David Wilson, head of sur¬ 
veillance at the Kirby Institute, 
said changes to testing trends 
among men who had sex with 
men — the most affected group 
— could be behind some of the 
marked increase. 

But John de Wit, from the 
National Centre in HIV Social 
Research, warned that unpro¬ 
tected casual anal sex among 
gay men, a key risk factor, was 
on the increase. 

One in three gay men sur¬ 
veyed in 2011 who reported 
having casual sex in the past 
six months said they had done 
so without protection, de Wit 
said. 


"It remains critical to con¬ 
tinue to invest in effective pro¬ 
grammes and campaigns to 
reinforce condom use and in¬ 
form men of the appropriate 
use of other sexual risk reduc¬ 
tion practices, such as limiting 
condomless sex to partners of 
the same HIV status,” he said. 

According to the Kirby In¬ 
stitute, between 20 and 30 per¬ 
cent of HIV cases in Australia 
go undiagnosed, allowing the 
virus to spread. 

The survey found that there 
had been a total of 31,645 HIV 
cases diagnosed in Australia 
since the virus first broke out 
in the early 1980s, and there 
were 24,731 people living with 
infection in 2011. 

That equated to 115 per 
100,000 Australians, com¬ 
pared with 150 per 100,000 in 
Britain and 456 per 100,000 in 
the United States. 

There are currently 34 mil¬ 
lion people living with HIV 
worldwide, the large majority 
(23.5 million) of whom are in 
sub-Saharan Africa. 

Another 4.2 million live in 
South and Southeast Asia, 
while Oceania — Australia's re¬ 
gion — has 53,000 cases.

GENEVA (AFP) - Other coun¬ 
tries should follow Switzer¬ 
land’s lead when it comes to 
tracing illegal assets hidden in 
their national banks, Geneva’s 
80-strong banking association 
said yesterday. 

”We are the country most 
capable of tracing money that 
slips through the net,” Bernard 
Droux, the president of the 
Geneva Financial Center 
Foundation, told reporters in 
Geneva. 

’’When billions go up in 
smoke due to a big scandal, it 
is only in Switzerland that one 
finds some of it, and you never 
find anything anywhere else,” 
he said, before adding: ’’Other 
countries aren’t doing their 
job.” 

Droux made his comments 
a day after Swiss authorities

said they had blocked nearly 
one billion Swiss francs ($1.1 
billion, 800 million euros) in 
assets linked to former auto¬ 
cratic Middle Eastern leaders 
since the Arab Spring. 

Switzerland had in total 
blocked about 700 million 
Swiss francs from Egypt, 60 
million from Tunisia, 100 mil¬ 
lion from Libya and another 
100 million from Syria, ac¬ 
cording to the Swiss foreign 
ministry. 

Switzerland has a long his¬ 


tory of tracing and freezing il¬ 
legal funds and restituting 
them to the people of the coun¬ 
tries they were stolen from. 

Droux pointed to the trac¬ 
ing of $700 million in funds 
linked to Nigerian dictator 
Sani Abacha after his reign 
ended with his death in 1998. 

It was ’’strange” Droux said 
that that amount only added up 
to about one-fifth of the miss¬ 
ing assets, while no other 
country ’’said anything about 
it.” 


Swiss banks call for more 
foreign tax deals 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
should try to reach more deals 
like those it has signed with 
Austria, Britain and Germany 
to stem tax evasion, Geneva's 
80-member banking associa¬ 
tion said yesterday. 
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Center Foundation, told re¬ 
porters. 

Faced with mounting inter¬ 
national criticism that its bank¬ 
ing practices enable wide-scale 
tax evasion in other countries, 
Switzerland has agreed in se¬ 
veral cases to ease its cher¬ 
ished bank secrecy, and is 


negotiating similar agreements 
with Greece and Italy. 

Under the agreements, fo¬ 
reigners that deposit unde¬ 
clared funds in Switzerland 
maintain their anonymity but 
are taxed by Bern, which in 
turn transfers the revenues to 
the account holder's country of 
origin. 

Switzerland manages an es¬ 
timated 35 percent of global 
assets, according to Geneva 
private bank Pictet, the equiv¬ 
alent of $3.0 trillion (2.3 tril¬ 
lion euros). 

Geneva-based banks man¬ 
age 40 percent of the total, it 
said.

Housing starts surge in 
positive sign for economy 



WASHIBNGTON - Ground¬ 
breaking on new homes surged 
in September to its fastest pace 
in more than four years, a sign 
the housing sector's budding 
recovery is gaining traction 
and supporting the wider eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

Housing starts increased 15 
percent last month to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate of 
872,000 units, beating even the 
most optimistic forecasts on 
Wall Street, Commerce De¬ 
partment data showed yester¬ 
day. 


It was the quickest pace of 
groundbreaking since July 
2008, though data on starts is 
volatile and subject to substan¬ 
tial revisions. 

America's economy has 
shown signs of faster growth in 
recent months as the jobless 
rate has fallen and retail sales 
data has pointed to stronger 
consumer spending. 

Yesterday's data showed 
that housing, which was bat¬ 
tered by the 2007-09 recession, 
is increasingly one of the 
brighter spots in the economy. 


Starbucks could face tax 


evasion probe 



LONDON - Starbucks may face an inquiry into its British 
tax affairs after a senior MP called for an investigation 
into how the company could avoid paying tax on 1.2 bil¬ 
lion pounds of sales since 2009. Starbucks had been 
telling investors its UK unit was highly profitable while 
telling the UK authorities that the unit was loss-making, 
and thereby not liable for tax. 
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Amnesty International hit with strike 
over job losses 


LONDON (AFP) - Amnesty 
International, the body which 
defends human rights around 
the world, faced protests 
from its own staff on 
Wednesday as they went on 
strike over a dispute about re¬ 
dundancies. 

Members of Unite, 
Britain's largest trade union, 
who work at Amnesty's 
global headquarters in Lon¬ 
don, organised a 24-hour 
walkout over a planned re¬ 
structuring programme that 
could lead to dozens of job 
losses. 

Amnesty is proposing to 
redistribute more than 500 
staff in London to 10 regional 
hubs around the world, which 


Amnesty said would put rep¬ 
resentatives closer to where 
human rights violations 
occur. 

Unite official Alan Scott 
said dozens of staff face un¬ 
certainty with jobs expected 
to be lost before the end of 
the year, but because "man¬ 
agement have tom up the re¬ 
dundancy policy, they have 
no idea of what will happen 
to them", he said. 

"While many appreciate 
cuts to staffing are inevitable, 
Amnesty management must 
stick to agreements they have 
signed and publicly stated 
they will honour in order to 
dispel the pervasive mistmst 
that has taken hold in the or¬ 
ganisation," he said. 


An Amnesty spokesman 
said: "We very much regret 
that staff have taken the deci¬ 
sion to take industrial action, 
while fully respecting their 
right to do so." 

Amnesty said only one- 
third of staff took part in the 
walkout. 

A spokesman said the 
planned changes would "en¬ 
hance our capacity to address 
human rights violations". 

Amnesty's British head¬ 
quarters was previously hit 
by strikes in separate qualms 
over spending cuts and job 
losses. 

The organisation, which 
was founded in 1961, has of¬ 
fices in 80 countries.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - Brazilian architect Oscar 
Niemeyer, who is aged 104, has been in the hospital 
since the weekend, a hospital spokesman said Wednes¬ 
day. In May of this year he was hospitalized for pneumo¬ 
nia and dehydration. Niemeyer is considered the father 
of Brazilian architecture. He took part in the design of the 
Brazilian capital Brasilia in 1960, among 600 other works 
around the world over the course of his storied career. 
Niemeyer currently has some 20 projects underway in 
several countries. He won the Pritzker prize, likened to 
the Nobel for architecture, in 1988. The master's only 
daughter, Anna Maria Niemeyer, died of emphysema in 
June at the age of 82. 


Marie Antoinette's silk 
slippers sell for 62,000 
euros 



PARIS (AFP) - A pair of silk 
slippers believed to have been 
worn by Marie-Antoinette, the 
wife of French monarch Louis 
XVI, sold at auction for 
62,460 euros ($82,025) here 
on Wednesday. 

The size 36-and-a-half (six) 
slippers, green with ornate 
pink bands across them and 
featuring a silk bow, had been 
expected to sell for between 
8,000 and 10,000 euros. 

Marie-Antoinette, best 
known for her "let them eat 
cake" remark about hungry 


protestors during the French 
revolution, was given the slip¬ 
pers by a member of her court, 
Alexandre-Bernard Ju-Des- 
Rets, in 1775. 

That was 18 years before 
she died at the guillotine in the 
terror that followed the revo¬ 
lution. 

A small piece of fabric said 
to come from the last dress the 
Austrian-born royal wore be¬ 
fore being imprisoned sold for 
6,121 euros, twice the esti¬ 
mated value.

volvement in doping," said a 
Sky statement. 

"Should anyone choose not 
to sign up to our clear policy 
they will have to leave the 
team, as will anyone who does 
sign but is subsequently found 
to be in breach. 

"We are making this state¬ 
ment because we believe it is 
important to be open about the 
steps we are taking." 

Sky, who also boast the tal¬ 
ents of Tour de France runner- 
up Chris Froome and former 
world champion Mark 
Cavendish, said they felt 
obliged to show fans that they 
are committed to a clean sport.

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"We want a team in which 
riders are free of the risks of 
doping and in which fans — 
new and old — can believe 
without any doubt or hesita¬ 
tion.

US, Jamaica advance with 
World Cup qualifying wins

KANSAS CITY (AFP) - Tot¬ 
tenham striker Clint Dempsey 
scored two goals to lead the 
United States over visiting 
Guatemala 3-1 Tuesday and 
into next year's North Ameri¬ 
can final round of 2014 World 
Cup qualifying. 

English Premier League 
striker Dempsey broke a 1-1 
deadlock with a goal in the 
18th minute and added an¬ 
other in the 36th for the 
Americans while Jamaica 
beat Antigua and Barbuda 4- 
1 to advance at the expense of 
Guatemala. 

Honduras, Panama, Costa 
Rica and Mexico rounded out 
next year's six-team World 
Cup final round qualifying 
lineup from the Confedera¬ 
tion of North, Central Ameri¬ 
can and Caribbean 
Association Football (CON- 
CACAF). 

Honduras routed visiting 
Canada 8-1 to advance while 
Panama moved through with 
a 1-1 draw at winless Cuba 
and Costa Rica blanked win¬ 
less Guyana 7-0 to advance 
on the concluding night of the 
12-nation penultimate quali¬ 
fying round. 

Three CONCACAF teams 
will advance to the 2014 
global football showdown in 
Brazil, with Dempsey saying 
the US squad needs to im¬ 
prove away from home in 
order to avoid pushing quali¬ 
fying fights to the final match. 

Carlos Ruiz gave 
Guatemala the lead with a 
goal in the fifth minute to put 
a scare into the Americans at 
Kansas City. US captain Car¬ 
los Bocanegra answered in 
the 10th minute to equalize, 
setting the stage for 
Dempsey's double strike. 

At Kingston, Jamaica's 
"Reggae Boyz" advanced 
thanks to goals by Dane 
Richards in the 78th and 88th 


minutes. Jamaica and 
Guatemala each finished 3-2 
with one drawn in Group A 
but Jamaica moved on due to 
superior goal difference. 

Needing a victory to have 
any chance to advance, Ja¬ 
maica took command quickly 
on goals by Demar Phillips in 
the 16th minute and Nyron 
Nosworthy, a Watford de¬ 
fender, in the 17th. 

Quinton Griffith pulled 
one back for visiting Antigua 
and Barbuda in the 61st 
minute, putting Jamaica's 
World Cup dream at risk be¬ 
fore Richards saved the day. 

At Honduras, Jerry Bengt- 
son scored a hat trick while 
Carlos Costly and Mario 
Martinez each added two 
goals for the hosts in a Group 
C romp that doomed 
Canada's dreams of reaching 
Brazil. 

Bengtson scored in the 
seventh and 16th minutes, 
Costly followed in the 28th 
minute and Martinez struck in 
the 32nd. Canada's David 
Edgar netted an own goal in 
the 48th minute and Martinez 
tallied once again in the 62nd 
minute. 

Iain Hume answered for 
Canada in the 76th minute but 
Bengtson completed his hat 
trick in the 82nd minute and 
Costly finished off the scor¬ 
ing in the 85th. 

At Havana, the already- 
eliminated Cubans netted 


their only goal in six qualify¬ 
ing matches when Alberto 
Gomez scored in the 38th 
minute. 

Nelson Barahona equal¬ 
ized for Panama in the 77th to 
earn a draw. Honduras and 
Panama were both 3-1 with 
two drawn for 11 points but 
Honduras took the group 
crown on goal difference and 
Canada missed out on 10 
points. 

Costa Rica needed a home 
victory over winless Guyana 
to ensure advancement and 
the Ticos struck quickly, Ran¬ 
dall Brenes finding the net in 
the ninth minute and Cristian 
Gamboa adding another 
Costa Rican goal in the 13th 
minute. 

Brenes scored again in the 
second minute of the second 
half, Alvaro Saborio boosted 
Costa Rica's lead on a penalty 
kick in the 51 st minute after 
Guyana's Walter Moore was 
ejected and Cristian Bolanos 
made it 5-0 in the 60th 
minute. 

Celso Borges scored for 
the Ticos in the 69th minute 
and Saborio netted the last 
marker in the 76th. 

Mexico's Oribe Peralta 
opened the scoring in the 64th 
minute against the Salvado¬ 
rans and Javier Hernandez 
added an insurance goal in the 
84th minute to complete a 
perfect qualifying run for the 
Tricolores. 
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NHL: Fehr responds to owners' 
offer 



Tennis: Del Potro wins 
Vienna opener after 59-ace 
clash 


NHL players' union head Don¬ 
ald Fehr claimed that manage¬ 
ment's latest proposal would 
cost players more than $1.6 
billion over six years. 

Fehr sent a letter to players 
and agents in which he said the 
attempt to preserve a full 82- 
game schedule was improved, 
but "represents very large, im¬ 
mediate and continuing con¬ 
cessions by players to 
owners," according to a TSN 
report. 

"Simply put, the owners' 
new proposal, while not quite 
as Draconian as their previous 
proposals, still represents enor¬ 
mous reductions in player 
salaries and individual con¬ 
tracting rights," Fehr said in 
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the letter. "As you will see, at 
the five percent industry 
growth rate the owners predict, 
the salary reduction over six 
years exceeds $1.6 billion. 
What do the owners offer in 
return?" 

Owners presented the union 
a proposal on Tuesday that 
they hoped would save 82- 
game season. The league 
hoped to agree to a deal by Oct 
25 and start the season by Nov. 
2. 

The sides are scheduled to 
meet again Thursday. 

"We do not yet know 
whether this proposal is a seri¬ 


ous attempt to negotiate an 
agreement, or just another step 
down the road," Fehr wrote. 
"The next several days will be, 
in large part, an effort to dis¬ 
cover the answer to that ques¬ 
tion." 

The NHL released details 
Wednesday, a day after send¬ 
ing it to the union. They are 
proposing a six-year deal with 
a mutual option for a seventh. 
The plan includes a 50-50 split 
in hockey related revenue and 
a stipulation that guarantees 
that players receive all of the 
money owed from existing 
contracts. 


VIENNA (AFP) - Top seed 
Juan Martin Del Potro marked 
his return to tennis after a 
month-long injury absence on 
Wednesday with a three-hour 
victory over German qualifier 
Daniel Brands to reach the 
Austrian Open third round. 

The Argentine defeated 
Brands 6-7 (5/7), 7-6 (7/4), 7- 
6 (8/6) in a match featuring 59 
aces and no breaks of serve. 

The match point — Del 
Potro's second — was decided 
by the Hawk-Eye electronic 
system. 

"If I'd known I'd have to 
start with a three-hour win, I 
would have stayed home," 
joked the 2011 finalist, who 
was playing for the first time 
since suffering a wrist injury in 
September's Davis Cup semi¬ 
finals. 

The Argentine top seed 
struggled to find any rhythm in 
the first set, relying on his 
serve to stay out of trouble 
against Brands, the world 
number 111 who made the 
semi-finals in 2011. 

The German won the open¬ 
ing set only to see Del Potro 
return the favour in the second, 
claiming it on a fifth set point. 


The final set was also tight 
before Del Potro pulled it out 
in another tiebreaker. 

Two-time champion Juer- 
gen Melzer suffered his earli¬ 
est Vienna defeat in five years 
as the fourth seed went out in 
the second round, losing to 
Gilles Muller, 6-3, 3-6, 7-6 
(7/4). 

The result at the Stadthalle 
was a huge disappointment for 
the newly-married 31-year- 
old, his ranking down to 37 
after a number of injuries in¬ 
cluding a hip problem. 

Melzer admitted at the start 
of the week that he was going 
into the European indoor sea¬ 
son with a loss of form, but re¬ 
mained encouraged by his 
recent Beijing quarter-final 
run. 

But the Austrian was un¬ 
able to cope with 18 aces from 
Muller, a Luxembourg jour¬ 
neyman about to turn 30 with¬ 
out a career title. 

Dominic Thiem, 19, who 
ended the career of comeback 
king Thomas Muster a year 
ago at the same venue, de¬ 
feated Slovak Lukas Lacko 7- 
6 (7/3), 6-3 to keep home 
hopes alive. 


Derek Jeter to have surgery 



NEW YORK (AFP) - New York Yankees shortstop Derek 
Jeter will undergo surgery on Saturday to repair a bro¬ 
ken left ankle suffered in a Major League Baseball play¬ 
off loss, the club announced on Wednesday. Jeter is 
expected to need four to five months to recover, which 
would put him back in shape while the Yankees are in 
their pre-season preparations for the 2013 campaign. 
The Yankee captain fractured his ankle in the 12th inning 
of a 6-4 loss to the Detroit Tigers last Saturday in the 
opening game of the best-of-seven American League 
Championship Series. Jeter moved to his left to grab a 
ground ball hit by Detroit's Jhonny Peralta and he fell to 
the ground as he gloved the ball, then grimaced as he 
flipped it to a teammate. 
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Nike ends endorsement deal with 
Armstrong 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Nike, a company that identi¬ 
fies itself with sporting excel¬ 
lence, had no choice but to cut 
ties with Lance Armstrong in 
the face of a damning doping 
report, one sports business ex¬ 
pert said Wednesday. 

David Carter, a sports busi¬ 
ness professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California and 
executive director of USC’s 
Sports Business Institute, said 
Nike could no longer afford to 
stand by Armstrong as it had 
other disgraced icons. 

"I think because his indis¬ 
cretion cut to the very heart of 
competition in sport, if he 
lacks that kind of integrity 
there’s no way a company like 
Nike can tolerate that,” Carter 
said. 

Nike stuck with golf super- 
star Tiger Woods even as other 
sponsors dumped him in 2009 
in the midst of a sex scandal 
that wrecked his marriage. 

Nike also supported NBA 
superstar Kobe Bryant when 
he faced a sexual assault 
charge in 2003, which was 
eventually dropped. 

NFL quarterback Michael 
Vick, vilified for his role in a 
dog-fighting ring, was 
dropped by Nike but resigned 
after serving a prison sentence 
and resuming his gridiron ca¬ 
reer. 

’’The other guys’ problems 
were off the field of play,” 
Carter said. 


Nike had continued to sup¬ 
port Armstrong in August, 
when the US Anti-Doping 
Agency (US AD A) announced 
it was banning the Texan for 
life and stripping him of his 
seven Tour de France titles for 
doping infractions. 

But last week, US AD A is¬ 
sued a massive report detailing 
the basis for its sanctions, in¬ 
cluding sworn statements from 
26 witnesses, 11 of them for¬ 
mer Armstrong teammates 
who put him at the center of a 
sophisticated doping program 
while with the US Postal Serv¬ 
ice team. 

"Due to the seemingly in¬ 
surmountable evidence that 
Lance Armstrong participated 
in doping and misled Nike for 
more than a decade, it is with 
great sadness that we have ter¬ 
minated our contract with 
him,” Nike said in a statement, 
adding that the company 


would continue to support 
Livestrong, the charity the 
cancer survivor created to help 
those coping with the disease. 

Armstrong stepped down as 
chairman of the foundation on 
Wednesday, a move that 
Carter said was necessary if 
the charity was to continue its 
mission. 

’’There’s no way that that 
foundation could continue to 
function at a high level with 
him as the face of the organi¬ 
zation,” Carter said. ’’There are 
just too many questions to be 
answered if he was going to 
remain. 

’’Obviously Livestrong will 
always be associated with 
Lance Armstrong, but he can’t 
be the face of it. He under¬ 
stands that.” 

Armstrong's move will give 
the organization the chance to 
"bounce back,” Carter said. 


"It's hard to tell how far 
they'll bounce down. The 
sooner they can create a new 
environment the better it's 
going to be for them in terms 
of getting across the message 
of what the foundation's all 
about,” he said. 

Carter noted that a surpris¬ 
ing number of disgraced ath¬ 
letes manage to rehabilitate 
themselves in the eyes of fans 
and sponsors. 

Armstrong might be differ¬ 
ent, not only because he was 
already retired from top-flight 
cycling when he was banned 
but also because he has never 
admitted any wrongdoing. 

"He has not taken responsi¬ 
bility.” 

Meanwhile Brewers An¬ 
heuser-Busch InBev will not 
renew a sponsorship deal with 
the cycling star an executive 
said Wednesday. 

The firm, which used Arm¬ 
strong in advertisements for its 
Michelob Ultra brand beer, 
said it will continue to support 
Livestrong, the anti-cancer 
charity that cancer-survivor 
Armstrong founded 15 years 
ago. 

"We will continue to sup¬ 
port the Livestrong Founda¬ 
tion and its cycling and 
running events.” 

Armstrong signed a three- 
year deal with Anheuser- 
Busch at the end of 2009.
